To guard against injustice 
to their relatives or friends, the war 
department lias ordered that from 
henceforth tliey be carried as 'pre- 
sumed dead' instead of 'missing in ac- 
tion,' in order that their war risk In- 
surance benefits may be paid. That In 
brief explains why the American army

than before. Usually there are two of 
them, at times rising- perpendicular, 
but oftcner cutting the sky like the 
beam from a searchlight.

Scientists at the Allegheny 'Obser- 


vatory explained the lights by saying 
that the light from blast 
furnaces 


penetrates the atmosphere above the 
city to a great height, and there be- 
ing caught by frost ciystals send 
back the reflections in the form of 
of broad bands. For years they have 
passed almost unnoticed
